Two Charter 
Amendments 


Charter amendments be 
sought by the City of Edmonton 
at the next session of the tegisia- 
ture to empower the city to es- 
tablish its own fire, public liabi!- 
ity and other insurance fund, and 
also to permit the setting up of a 
fund for post-war rehabilitation 
municipal works. Decision to ask 
for these amendments was made at 
Monday night's council meeting. 
The amendment to the charter 
dealing with fire insurance reads 
In lieu of payment by the city of 
premiums on policies of fire, public 
liability or other insurance, the 
council is hereby empowered by 
annual levy or otherwise. except 
capital borrowing. to create a 
fund not exceeding in the aggre- 
gate the sum of $500,000, to be used 
for the protection of the city trom 
loss by fire or other cause 
TO BE INVESTED 
All moneys appropriated to the 
said fund from time to time shall 
be paid to the sinking fund trus- 
tees of the city for investment pur- 
poses un such time as the said 
money is required for the said pur- 
poses, and council shall have no} 
power to divert the moneys in said 
fund tv any purpose other than 
that for which the said fund was 
created
